The Prince seemed thoroughly avg the 
rather boisterous cheers given to him in 
Fleet street, where many of the printers 
had assembled to sec him.

gged and decorated. 

The Prince of Wales is no longer a boy. 
He is a man, and his assured bearing and 
dignified attitade this afternoon revealed 
the fact to all. He still retains the deli- 
cate colouring always associated with him, 
but he now carries himself with an air, 
and there is little trace of the shyness 
that, everybody used to notice. He does, 
however, still retain the charming smile 
that wins all hearts. 

The Prime Minister was appointed to 
lis office four years ago to-day, and he sur- 
vives a long period of almost continuous 
strain remarkably well. His hair is now 
white, and- his face-is deeply lined, but 
he displays extraordinary mental vigour, 
and seems to sed of great re- 
serves cf. physical strength. Sir Eric 
Geddes always looks the big man of the 
Government, but a writer in the Pall Mall 
Gazette to-day says. that the .

In the innumerable attacks which have becs 
made on cycling patrols the Royal Irish Con 
stabulary have well maintained their splenii¢ 
record.. On more than one occasion thronghorwi 
the last two or three years I have tried to wart 
you of what you might ne in the nea 
future: but I never suppose possible that 
you could be made the objects of such un. 
reasoning hate, of such unjust and cruel 
calumny, or such treachery as that to which 
you have been so much exposed. When, up te 
a very few months ago, vou were called upon ta

MOTION TO ADJOURN THE 
- HOUSE DEFEATED. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Devlin asked the Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land whether he was aware that Messrs. Hamil- 
ton Edwards and Martin Fitzgerald, proprietors 
of the Freeman's Journal, and Mr. P. J. Hooper, 
editor, were found not guilty on four counts out

DEFENDS

larger public feeling outsid§, which had been 
aroused to passionate indignhtign. . The matter 
he desired to raise was the most recent, of all the 
indefensible acts of the Government. It was bad 
enough to wage war upon public opinion, to 
drag peasants before military tribunals, to shoot 
women by the country-side, and to carry on a 
policy of havoc and destruction throughout the 
land. But, at all events, the freedom of the 
Press was left to them. Now that seemed to have 
gone with all the other constitutional rights 
that had disanpeared during the régime of the 
present Government. The Freeman's Journal 


was a great organ of public opinion 
in Ireland. It had a long and historic 
record. It had been the mouthpiece of 


public opinion in Ireland for half a century. 
Like all great journals, speaking the—truth, it 
had been subjecied to persecution. The Govern- 
| ment hated the Freeman's Journal because it 
i hated everything in Ireland that it disagreed 
| with. The Freeman's Journal had for months 
past been a peaceful and constitutional organ. 
AN APOSTLE OF PEACE. 

At a moment when peace was in the air, the 
TY reemar, a Journal came out as one of the great 
apostles of peace.. At a moment when the gospel 
of good-will was being preached, the Government 
had dragged the two directors of the paper, and 
the able and brilliant editor, to prison. What 
‘was the crime? A Mr. Quirke was arrested and 
taken to prison. He alleged that he had been 
flogged by gniformed officers of the Crown. The 
directors and editor might have published his 
story in the ordinary way, but they proceeded 
i to make the closest examination of the allega- 
tion. They got a signed statement from Mr. 
Quirke. They examined him, and got a photo- 
grapher to photograph him, and did avery thing 
possible to eneure that the statement was ac- 
i curate. They obtained the evidence of well- 
| known doctors. They published the photograph, 
| and for that they were indicted before a court- 
| martial.

lished? This was a cruel attempt to crush a 
great newspaper, which had gone beyond what 
any other paper had ever done to prove the 
accuracy of the statements it had made.

The Marquis of Lincolnshire moved the re- 
jection of the measure, for the single reason, 
he said, that, in his opinion, and in the opinion 
of many more quatified to speak than himself, 
the bill was bad for agriculture. It was 
dangerous to the public if it became operative, 
Eecause it must lay fresh millions of taxation 
on an already exhausted nation, and it was 
also repugnant to Liberal and Free Trade prin- 
ciples. This miserable ‘bill disturbed, harassed, 
annoyed and interfered with the whole in- 
dustry. It must imerease the price of food 
if it was to operate at all, and it would not 
bring a single fresh acre of wheat land under 
cultivation, or a single extra labourer on the 
land. - To make England self-supporting, they 
would have to quadruple the wheat area, and 
that would require 12,500 square miles. It 
would take a first-ciass wizard from Maskelyne 
and Cook's to get this area, even in six years.

FORGETTING THE LESSONS OF THE WAR. 

The war was now over, and people were for- 
yotting its lessons, and returning to the ways 
thet they hed forsaken. It might have been 
imagined, from what was said tho other even- 
ing, that the Govermment were taking measures 
io set up a trade which really hed no right to 
live in England or which was forcing its pro- 
ducts on & reluctant body of consumers. 
Nothing could be further from. the truth. The 
reason why they were 5 rapa ] the matter 
‘hat day was that, when the war broke out and 
the textile industry was threatened with disaster 
hecause it been cut from what was 
practically its only source of supply for dyes, 
ii came to the Government and pleaded for help. 
lt, was under pressure of the appeal made to 
them that the Government assisted in the esteb- 
lishment of companies and gave pledges to 
people who put money in the industry—arrange- 
‘nents in which everyone in the House acquicaced 
at the time. When the war broke out the posi- 
lion was desperate, for here was an industry 
employing 1,500,000 people faced with some- 
thing like ruin unless the dyes could be got. 
Mr. Asquith, who was in ce at the time, 
made an arrangement with the dye-uscrs of the 
country to set up an undertaking called British 
}bves, Limited, into which the Government paid 
£1,700,000, the whole capital of the company 
being about £4,000,000 Arrangemenis were 
made by Which prices, to & certain extent, were 
io be revised by the Board of Trade. Two 
directors represented the Government on the 
hoard of the new company. The company did 
»ot turn out to be entirely eetisfactory, one of 
the reasons being that it was engaged, to a 
very large extent, at the behest of the Ministry 
of Munitions, in turning out material required 
for the manufacture of .explosives. Accord- 
ingly, it really never had a chance to get on 
with the higher branches of the dye industry 
ivade. Once more the consumers approached 
che Board of Trade in June, 1916, to ask for 
farther help in the matter, and laid before the 
Hoard a resolution to the effect that the Com- 
mittee of Dye-Users were of opinion that far 
ereater results would be achiaved if all 
Committees of Dye-Producers in the ~ United 
Kingdom were coordinated. Mr. Runciman, 
who was President ef the Board of Trade in 
1916, set up 8 committee of the textile trades, 
which considered the matter with every care. 
One of their conclusions was that it would 
always be a matter for regret that great and 
powerful trades like the British textile trades 
should have allowed themselves to. sink into a 
state of dependence on a foreigu country for 
raw materials. This conclusion pointed the 
moral which justified the mo bill, A 
Committee, set up by Mr. Runciman in 1916, 
eported in favour of prohibiting the importa- 
tion of dye-stuffs for a certain number of years 
after the war, except under licence, and the 
Government now were avtine in ateordance 
with that view. “hey were merally bound by 
ihe pledges given to the British Dyes Corpora- 
tion, and to the subsertbing public, who pu 
thier money into that corporation, unless, 
mdeed, they were preparéd now to buy out 
those people, and allow this great dye industry, 
which had been carried on in war timé, to go 
io pieces. All through the war the dye-con- 
sumers in England were declaring that they 
would never again be put in dependence on 
cuteside sourees for dyes.
